TOPEKA, Kas,, Dec. 27.— Commenc- 


ing January 1st, the Atchison, Topclta 
and Santa Fc Railway company will 
place in operation a system of service 
pensions on all lines of the Bystcm, 
from Chicago to the Gulf and the Pu- 
clflc coast. 


All employes of the company who 


have been In its service continuously 
for fifteen years, and who have «ither 
reached the age of G5 years, or have. 
bec6mo permanently disabled, will be 
entitled to pensions. The pension* will 
l.e'based on a percentage of salary or 
wages received. The minimum will be 
?20 and the maximum $5 per munth. 


In except fonul 
capes the pension 


board may Increase the allowance by 
not more than 25 per cent. Immorality 
on thft part of an employe will be suf- 
ficient cause for the revocation of a 
pens ton. 
The pension board of the 


road will have complete charge of all 
pensions and their revocation.

ire just right they swoop down on 
the fields ot Kansas and Nebraska, 


Long flights of the destructive grass- j 


lmpp?rs seem to depend on certain | 
'nervous" conditions of the insect as 
well as on the prevailing wind cur- 
rents 
When everything is favorable, 


the millions of festive 'hoppers spread 
.heir wings to the breeze and some- 
times they are carried as far as five 
aundred miles from the starting place 
—practically at "one jump". On these 
long flights they may remain In the 
air a day and a night If they find 
good pasture when they descend, they 
take up-their permanent residence in 
the lields where they chance to alight . 
if the food is not plentiful or satis- 
factory, they may try another flight. 


It is a curious fact that the 'hopper 


always sits and jumps with his face 
to the wind. He may come down wrong 
end foremost, hut he hastens to ad- 
just himself to the proper position. 


With the "nervous" species of grass- 


hoppers, the "driving"-method Is very 
effectual. 
When a swarm of the de- 


siructive 'hoppers comes down on a 
farm or orchard, the owner with plen- 
ty of helpers can drive them on to 
his next neighbor. 


Some one interrupted at this point 


to ask if this Is just the proper thine 
to do. 
Prof. Woodworth replled-4hat It is 


all right—all the new victim has to 
do is to drive tho 'hoppers on to the 
next neighbor, and he to the next. 


Turkeys have been tried as destroy- 


ers of these pests and have been found 
helpful. 
C. H. Norris suggested that ducks 


have been found much better than tur- 
keys for this purpose, for the reason 
that turkeys will stop eating wi en they

Dr. John \V. Cook, of the State Nor- 


•mal School nt n»kolb, U}., spoke on 
"The Modern High School," saying in 
part: 


"The modern American school is the 


result of a conflict «** many centuries j 
between the need for education and j 
the institution which sought to fill that 
need. Its peculiar virtue and efficiency 
rests upon the recognition of tlic threq 
well-marked stases throug\ which thu 
child passes in his mental growth, and 
upon modifying the method and/.the 
subject matter of instruction according 
to them. The child, not the,subject 
matter nor the machinery of instruc- 
tion, Is the center of instruction. As it 
Kroivs there must be a progressive ad- 
justment to his powers. 


"Its method will therefore be at first 


illustrative, then that of combination, 
then that of demonstration. The ele- 
mentary school must use these meth- 
ods, each successively 'dominating. But 
it belongs to the modern high school to 
complete and justify the Instruction so 
far." •

tain the antl-toxine, but the druggist 
was unwilling to give it, and the phy- 
sician accordingly Informed Dr. Long 
of tho circumstances o( tho case.
